REPORT OF THE COMPTROLLER AND AUDITOR GENERAL. 
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REPORT of the Comptroller and Auditor General upon the Accounts of the 
Intermediate Education Board for Ireland, for the Year ended the 31st 
December 1906 ; prepared and submitted for the Information of Parliament, in 
pursuance of the 10th section of the Act 41 & 42 Yict. c. 66. 


Capital Account. 

1. The Securities held by the Intermediate Education Board, Ireland, at the close of 
the previous year amounted to 1,108,127/. 13s. 7d., viz. : 1,000,000/. charged upon the 
Irish Church Temporalities Fund (Act 41 & 42 Viet. c. 66, s. 8), and 108,127/. 13s. Id., 
2£ per cent. Consolidated Stock invested out of the surplus income of the previous years. 

During the year 1906, a sum of 3,999/. 15s. 2d. was realised by the sale of 
4,567/. 13s. 7 d. consols. Of this amount 2,013/. 12s. Id. was transferred to the Income 
Account to provide for current expenditure, and 1.986/. 3s. Id, was transferred to the 
Advances Account for advances to managers of schools. 

The balance of the Capital Account at the close of the year was 1,103,560/., and 
consisted of the charge of 1,000,000/. upon the Irish Church Fund, and of 103,560/., 
2£ per cent. Consolidated Stock. 


Income Account. 

2. The balance of the Income Account at the beginning of the year was 
1,914/. 8s. 6d. The receipts during the year, inclusive of 2,013/. 12s. Id. transferred 
from the Capital Account, amounted to 84,863/. Os. 7 d., making a total of 
86,777/. 9s. Id. 

The expenditure was 85,456/. 11s. 8d., leaving a balance at the close of the vear of 
1,320/. 17s. 5d. 

3. In the examination of the payments of Bonus for Choirs, it was found that in 
certain cases payment had been made by the Board, although the percentage required 
by the Rules (1906) was not attained. In explanation it was stated that “the required 
“ percentage was so nearly attained in these cases that the Board decided not to 
ff withhold the Bonus.” 

Under the Acts 41 & 42 Viet. c. 66, s. 6, and 63 & 64 Viet. c. 43, s. 12, the Rules 
have to be laid on the Table of both Houses of Parliament, and Rules so laid on the 
Table “ shall govern the proceedings of the Board.” 

In these circumstances, it would appear that such payments made by the Board were 
not strictly regular as the conditions required by the Rules were not fulfilled. 


Advances, Capital Account. 

4. The Advances outstanding at the commencement of the year amounted to 
17,051/. 11s. 9 d. During the year thesumof 2,860/. has been advanced and 1,556/. 45. ] d. 
repaid, leaving a balance of 18,355/. 7 s. 8 d. outstanding at the close of the year. 


Advances, Current Account. 

5. The receipts during the year consisted of Repayments 1,556/. 4s. Id., and of 
proceeds of sale of securities transferred from the Capital Account, 1,986/. 3s. Id. 
making a total of 3,542/. 7s. 2d. The Advances made to Managers during the year 
amounted to 2,860/. leaving a balance of 682/. 7s. 2d.
